noc only as a Vehicie ro convey to tnem the fine 
rich Earth, proper for their Nourifhment, but as 
ir is tranimarcd into the Body of the Plants, and 
affords the greaccht Part of, if nog alb'ahe Mauer, 
with which they are Nourifhed, and byowhich they 
craw and increaic in bigneis, For in all {errs of 
Warer there is found a great mixture of Terreftri- 
ai Particles, of which thofe that are found in Rain- 
Wacer are the moft proper for Vegeration. Thefe 
Terreftrial Particles compofe the very Subftance of 
the Plant, and are conveyed to it, along with the 
pure Elcucotary Water, with which they are in- 
corporated, as it is madeto afcend by the Hear of 
the Sit. From this confideration it is plain that 
if the Land lay uneven and Mountainous, the 
moiture will ran down to the Vallics, and fo the 
Sri! lofe its Principle of Vegetation. All Natural- 
lifts agree, thar Valiies rife by atrerration, that is, 
by Eards continually brought down from the Tops 
of Monnrains, by Rains and Snows, whence all 
Mountains, become lower, and Vallies higher than 
formerly. Of chis, Mr. Ruy, gives us a pertinent Cone 
firmazion, frou “he Steeple of Crazed in Deriy{rire, 
which in the Memory of fome o!d Men cou’d ror 
have been teen stom a certain Hull lying berween 
H pten and Hyecksworth; whereas now the Steeple 
is vifi. ‘ce from, thence by the Deterration of the 
Hill.

grounded with white {pungy Lime-ftones, which 
retaia and refle& the Solar Hear piercing through 
the over{preading Mould.
